Observed Janet Howell, president of 
Reston Community Association: “It just 
seems to be a continuation of a trend." 

Since the agency has not officially an- 
nounced the move, “I am not aware that 
they are coming to Reston,” said Hunter 
Richardson, vice president of commercial 
marketing at Reston Land Corp. 

About 3,000 employees are expected, 
leading area restaurateurs such as Michele 
Polizzi of II Cigno to look forward to the 
move. “It’s very positive,” he said. 

However, Linda Singer, chairman of the 
Reston Transportation Committee, was con- 
cerned about the possibility of more cars 
on the road. “That show's again the tremen- 
dous need for the Springfield Bypass to at 
least come to Reston Avenue to relieve all 
that traffic,” she said.
